head of a family if by December 31st 
he had become the sole support of 
eloae relatives (r-r blood, marriage, 
oV adoption) living . In 
the

house with him and looked upon br 
them to exercise a greater or less 
amount of control In the matters af- 
fecting the support and maintenance 
of the household. The phrase "sole 
support" Is here used in the sense 
that there is no other penon to whom 
the dependents in* looking 
for a 


substantial portion of their support. 
There may be another source of in- 
come (such as Interest on bonds, div- 
idends on stocks, pension) which, if 
meagre enough to still leave the re- 
cipient dependent, should not Inter- 
fere with the claim for 
exemption. 


Such meagre Income of dependents, 
as well as the Inconsequential profit 
on the board of any self-supporting 
member of the household, must how- 
ever be included In the return of the 
head of the household.
